The West and 

The question of the transfer of the public lands and natural resources 
in the West by the Dominion to the three prairie provinces is once again 
very much to the fore. Ever since the provinces of Alberta and tins- 
katchewan were formed; in fact, to some extent ever since Manitoba was 
created a province, there has been a demand on the part of the Western 
Provinces that they should be placed in a position of equality with the 
older provinces in the matter of ownership and control of the public 
domain, | 

Fortunately, the question has now passed out of the realm of partizan} 
controversy, because all political parties, Liberal, Conservative, Progres- 
sive, at Ottawa as well as in the Prairie Capitals, are agreed that the 
transfer should be made. Not only so, but the Governments of the East- 
ern Provinces have waived the objections so long urged by them. It is now 


only a question of reaching terms acceptable to the West on the one hand, 
and the rest of the Dominion on the other hand. 


Negotiations are now under way with all three prairie provinces. In} 
the case of Manitoba, agreement has been reached with the Dominion to) 
the extent that a Commission is now engaged in studying the whole ques- 
tion of terms. Negotiations with Alberta reached the point of an agreement 
being actually signed between the two Governments, but later, Ottawa 
proposed to insert a provision relative to the school lands which was 
unacceptable to Alberta, and the agreement was not proceeded with. | 
Ottawa has since modified its position and an early settlement of outstand- 
ing differences seems likely. 

Saskatchewan's postion is somewhat. different from that of the 
provinces. Whereas Alberta is rich in coal, oil, and other resources apart 
from lands, and recent discoveries have revealed a Flin Flon and a Sher- 
ritt-Gordon in Manitoba, Saskatchewan's mineral wealth is yet to be prov- 
Furthermore, Saskatchewan's chief wealth has been found in 
agricultural lands, and to a large extent these have already ween disposed 
of by the Dominion, with the result that there is not as great weallli to be 
handed over by the Dominion to Saskatchewan as exists in the case of the 
other two provinces. Saskatchewan, therefore, has a stronger claim for 
compensation for lands alienated under Dominion administration for the 
xeneral benefit of all Canada. However, negotiations are in progress, 

The sooner all these questions are finally settled and the Western! 
Yrovinces placed in control of their lands and resources the better. There 
cannot be complete unity among the provinces, nor full developnient of a) 
national spirit and aims, so long as Western Canada feels it is forced intu 
i position of inferiority to the Eastern Provinces. The interests of the! 
Dominion demand the removel of any cause for such feeling. Iurther, 
whatever arguments may have been convincing in 1905 for retention of the 
public domain by the Dominion on the ground that they could administer 
them better than could the newly created provinces with all the manifoia 
tasks before them, and with but small populations and financial resources, | 
those arguments are removed now that there are over two million people | 
in the three prairie provinces with fully developed governmental institu- 
tions and strong financial credit. 

Constitutional issues, it is true, are involved in any consideration of 
ths matter. The West does not, and cannot, accept the interpretation 
placed upon certain enactments by the Dominion and the Iastern provinces, 
notwithstanding that Eastern opinion is greatly modified to what it was a 
few years ago. It would, however, be a mistake for the negotiating par- 
ties to take up positions based soley upon constitutional grounds. To do so 
would mean long and expensive litigation right through to the Privy Council, 
in England. Then, when the legal and constitutional issues were finally | 
settled, an army of expert accountants would have to be engaged for years 
to delve into all the many transactions involving lands and resources since | 
ihe passage of the first Dominion Lands Act, in 1872.

Ottawa.— While cabinet ministers} 
and western members of Parhanient 
will not discuss, openly, the an- 
mouncement that Premier J. G. Gar- 
diner, of Saskatchewan, will seek a 
vast extension of the area of that 
province when he comes here to con- 
fer with the Dominion Government 
there is the keenest interest in his 
proposition. 


The reaction on the whole, is most} 
unfavorable and. no one appears 
ready even to consider the possibili- 
ty of granting to Saskatchewan the 
territory immediately to the north| 
of Manitoba.

ST. VALENTINE’S DAY 


It seems a bit surprising, doesn’t 
it—that the custom of sending valen- 
tines has nothing to do with St. 
Valentine himself, who — suffered 
martydom nearly eighteen hundred 
years ago by befriending the perse- 
cuted Christians. Its association with 
the good saint is entirely accidental 
or without basis, save in one matter 
of date—his festival being observed 
on the fourteenth of February. 

As is true of many of our festal 
rites; the custom really had its origin 
in a pagan practise connected with 
the worship of Juno, the highest 
divinity next to Jupiter, and a special 
protectress of marriage. During the 
most ancient celebration, the ‘“Lupre- 
calia,” it was the custom to place the 
names of the young women in a box 
to be drawn out one by one, as 
chance directed by the young men. 
Later by the Christian clergy who 
found it impossible to entirely elim- 
inate this pagan practise, the names 
of female saints were substituted for 
those of the Roman maidens, and the 
saint whose name was drawn became 
the patron saint of the youth to whose 
lot it fell for the year, 

Perhaps the most pleasing explana- 
tion of the custom’s origin is that the 
birds begin seeking their mates on 
this wonderful day. Cooing doves 
find places with posies, hearts and 
cupid’s darts in the decoration of our 
typical lace valentines of today. But 
you will like to know that this sort of 
valentine is numbered among very 
modern times. It was formerly the 
practise, ye are told, to make really 
worth-while gifts on St, Valentine’s 
day—a practise which is again com- 
ing to the fore.
